The meeting was called to order with Mayor Drake presiding.

Councilmen MecCorkle asked thst the Minutes of the last meeting be ceorrected
to show that he requested infomation regerding MR. NOLVIN WARD!'S recommendation
about a Grievance Committee, and that he would like to recelve a copy of his
proposal. Councilman Johnson then moved that the Minutes of the last meeting
be corrected and adopted.. The motion, séconded by Councilman White, varried by
the followlng vote:

MR. JAMES CULP, Route 6, Box 336, submitted & petition protesting the annexa
tion of the Montopolis Community, on the basis (1) it is contrary to principles '
of democracy that the burden of sustaining the costs of government, municipal or
other be laid upon only a portion of the citizenry., Objection was included to
| the proposal to exclude from the corporate limits the sustin Country Cluby (2)
the community already has all utilities except sanitary sewers, and the sanitary
sewers would not be available until 1954: (3) The srea is servedi by its own
water district; (4) 1% is not necessary to amnex the community in order to
control planning, as Cities have the power to control planning within five niles
of the ecity limits. Mayor Drake explained that the Council would like to hold
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public hearings on each of these areas, and that discussions would be held at tho sp
times. He stated at the next meeting, the Council would set dates for these hear-
ings, end asked Mr, Culp to watch the papers for the date that his community
would be heard.

MR, W. L. BRADFIRLD appeared before the City Council asking that Sections 2
and 3 of Colorado Foot Hills be brought immedistely into the City limita. Section]
1 iz already in the city limit. Seven lots have been sold, and they were gold
with the understanding spplication had been made to bring this preperty into the
city limite. Mr. Bradfield was intercsted in the utility refund contraets, and
asked the Council to declare a poliey of entering into these utility refund con-
tracts, with-sudbdividers: whose property was certain to be brought inte the City,
Councilman MaecCorkle inquired if this would enter into the matter in any way with
the condemnation proceedings of the property of Brush and Bradfield in the near
vicinity. He wanted to consider holding this matter up since negotiations for
this other property was under way, as he felt the valuations might change. Coun-
cilmen Long felt the Council would be making a mistake to set a policy having to
do with water lines and annexinz property at this time. Mayor Drake felt it
would help expedite his development to work out something on these contracts when
it was certain this property was coming in. The City Manager did not think the
delay would be harmful, as it would be such a short time. Mayor Drake stated that
next week, the Council would set the dates of hearing for these different areas:
and 1f the Council desired, Section No, 1 could be set first.

The matter of holding boat races on Lake Austin was brought before the Coun-
cil., Councilman MacCorkle understood they way the matter stood now, that all boaﬂ
racing wonld be restricted to the Longhorn Boat Club, and he thought there should
be a limit on the total number of races for any and all groups. The Mayor stated
when another club made application, the Council would have to consider how many
races would be allowed that group. Councilmen Long stated this club had asked for

permission for a certain number of races, and the Council would be gramting that gar-

ticular club that permission. After discussion and further study of the present
ordinance and the recommendation of the Navigation Bosrd, Councilman Johnson move
thet a policy Y adopted that boat racing be permitted in a given srea in Lake
nstin, sllowing four club races with #ufflers and two sanctioned (open maffler)

races per club in any one year, not to exceed one in any month. The motion, seconged

by Councilman White, carried by the following vote:

Councilman Macforkle inquired sbout the recommendation of the Traffic Board
to install parallet parking on Colorado between Tth and 8th Streets. It was
stated 1%t would be some time before the building was complete and the covered passa%e—
way Was torn down; and the recommendation ceuld be brought up before the Council
gt that time.

Sldewalk and Street Working Space

Beginnling at the southwest corner of the above de~
seribed properiy; thence In a westerly direction and at
right angles to the centerline of Guadalupe Street to a
point 12 feet west of the east curb line; thence in a
northerly direction and parallel with the centerline of
Guadalupe Strest approximetely 128 feet to & point;
thence in an easterly directlion and at right angles to
the centerline of Guadalupe Street to the northwest
corner of the above deseribed properiy; thence in a
northerly direction and at right angles to the center-
1line of West 14th Street to 2 point 12 feet north of
the south curb line; thence in an easterly direction
and parallel with the centerline of West 1lith Street
approximately 136 feet to a point; thence in a southerly
direction and at right angles to the centerliine of West
14th Street to the northeast corner of the above de-
scribed property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
seid J. M, Odom, hereinafter termed ®Comtractor¥, upon the following express
terms and conditions: .

(1). That the Contractor shall construct a 4-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the shove described working space, such walkway to be
protected on each side by & guard rall at least 4 feet high and substantially
: braced and anchored and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along
. the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City
" officlals it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
immediately place such a wood floor and substantially support same to preveant
sagging under load,

(2). That the Contractor is permitted to construct in his working space
a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use, and
at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person at
this gate t0 warn pedestrians and vehlcles of approaching $rucks. This gate
is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic,
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(3). That no vehicles in loading or unloading materisl at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
space, -

(4)., That "No Parking® signs shall be placed on the street side of the
barricedes,

(5). That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such allotted working space, provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all atorm
waters. in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any demage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water,

{8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of the
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and-provideilighting system for all tunnels.

{(9). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructlons on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on sald sidewalk or street hes cemsed, such
time to be determined dy the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricedes, materizls, equipment end other obstructions shall be removed not
later than March 1, 1952,

(10), That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any
and all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or imstallation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be exclusive as against public needs and the Clity, in making such grant
regerves the right to enter and occupy any part or a2ll of sald space any
time with ite public utilities, or for other necessary publlc purposes.

{12). That any public utility, or public or private property, dis-
turbed or injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the
completion of the comstruction work for said building projects, whether done
by the Contractor, City forces, or publlc uttlities, shall be replaced or
repaired at the Contractor's expense,

(13). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect, .
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to
any person or property that may accerue to or be brought by any person by reason
of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City
of Austin and shall guarantee the rsplacement of all sidewalks, pavement and
all other publie property, and public utilities disturbed or removed during
the construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a
walkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor; there-

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinsbove enumerated be granted to said
Brown & Hoot, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above de-
scribed property; thence in an easterly direction and
at right angles to the centerline of Brazos Street to
the west curb line of the sbove described property;
thence in a southerly direction and parallel with the
centerline of Brazos Street approximately 138 feet to
a point; thence in a westerly direction and at right
angles to the centerline of Brazos Street to the south-
east corner of the above described property; thence in
a southerly direction and at right angles to the center-
line of East 6th Street to the north curb line; thence
in a weaterly direction and parallel with the centerline
of Bast &6th Street approximately 160 feet to a point;
thence in a northerly direction and at right sngles to
the centeriine of Ezsst 6th Street to the southwest
corner of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
sald Brown & Root, hereinafter termed #Contractor¥, upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(1). That the Contractor shall comstruct s covered passageway extending
from the building to the full width of the sidewalk and not legs than 8 feet
above the same substantially braced and anchored and covered on top with
material of the required thickness to protect pedestrians from any falling
object during the repair work of the sheet metal and roof work of said building.
This passageway may be of & portable type to be moved from time to time as the
vork progresses and of sufficlent slize to protect the public at all times,

(2). The Contractor will also be permitted to use two parking meter
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spaces for the delivery or removal of materilals during construction work.

{(3). That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on =sny part of the street outside of the allotted working space.

(4). That “NO PARKING* signs shall be placed on the street gide of the
barricades.,

(5). That the Contractor 1s pérmitted to construct a temporary work
office within such zllotted working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other publiec utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(7). That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all storm
waters 1n the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage done
due to obstruction of any such storm water,

(8). That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or ebstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(9). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, bvarricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on sald sldewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and 1n any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than November 1, 1951.

(10). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges heroin granted or to require the erection or installation of
additiona) barriers or safeguards if the condlitions demand it.

{(11). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs and the City in, making such grant reserves
the right toenter and occupy any part or all of .sald space any time with its
public utilitiss, for other necessary publie purposes,

‘ {(12). That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured as & result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the construction work for sald bullding projects, whether done by the Contractor,
City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contrac-

torfe expense.

(13). That the Contractor shall fupnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), which shall protect,
indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or dameges to
any person or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by
reason of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by
the City of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pave.
ment and all other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed
during the construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of
& welkway and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

Discusgion of the recommendation of the Evalustion Committee on Labor wage
rates was held. The City Manager reported that the Committee had met, and recom-
mended that Step ¥ be used in the common labdor scale, which would be s beginning
rate of $.75¢ for common labor.  The Council had been furnished copies of the
recommendation of the Evaluation Committee under date of August 22, 1951, regsrd-
ing the Minimum Pay Scale for Laborers. (Copy of this recommendation on file in
City Clerk's Office under "Job Evaluation") The City Manager explainéd this in-
crease would mean that some of the present employees would have to be brought up
to this seale, as there were some below and immediately adjacent to this psy.
1t would mean about $1,000 per month to take care of those now employed. Councild
nen MacCorkle asked 1f this would get the necessary people. The City Manasger
stated the labor Just was not here at the present; but the situstion is expected
to sase a bit, end that this raise will help to hold those we had. He recommended
this minimum of 75¢. Inquiry wae made about the Linemen, It was stated seven had
been employed, and altogether it was expected to have gbout 15, Councilman Long
Stated since this was a temporary move, she would like to have it in the record
that any time there is any change back from this, that it be brought back to the
Council, as it is m insecure thing when peoyle are hired at a certain price snd
theyknow it is only a tenporery wage. She also stated it would be better to ad-
Just Stepe I and 1I and set the minimum at 75¢ rather than going to Step IV and hire
the people at that level. The City Manager explained this was MR. NOLVIN WARD¢S
recommendation, and that this would be the te st way toc accomplish this without dis}
rupting the cleassification., He stated any time it wesfelt to make any changes in
any class, that he would come before the Couneil with his recommerndations.
Councilman MacCorkle moved that the recommendations submitted by the City Manager
with reference to the minimum pay scale for labor be approved, and thet any changaE
in this scale be reported to the Council for action; and any future modifications

The City Manager stated there would be probably two more sults on property
in this neighborhood for the expamsion of the hospital, to be sathorized, and he
would have details on them the following Thursday.

* He thought any mall addressed to the Council should come %o the Council table.
Councilman Long wanted to have coples made and sent out to the Council; ard any
mimeographed forms inviting the Couneil to conventions, ete., could be put in a
basket; but anything else, she wanted copies gsent to her. Councilman lLiong then
moved that Mrs. Lockman's letter be answered concerning these two pieces of prop-
erty on which she has corresponded with the City. The motion failed to receive a
second. The City Mansger stated he would acknowledge receipt of the letter.

Regarding the annexation of property, Mayor Drake suggested that the City
Manager recommend to the Council which areas should be considered first--which
areas he believed would have the least obJection, so that they could be heard and
work started. -He felt if it were known which would have the least amount of ar-
gument, those could be combined into one hearing.

Most of the stations were in good shape--the one on
South Congress was needing some ceiling fans. He stated the boys at all the sta-
tiong that 4id not have fans were asking for them. The Chicon Street Station
had the fans, but the venotian blinds were out of order. The Lydia Street atatio
was in good shape, with the exception of the meed of celling fans. The East Ave~-
nue Station was in a deplorable condition becemse of the termites. The plaster wds
falling off where they had come through the ceiling., The termites hal ruined the
window cesings, and every time it rained, it came through. He asked that this sta-
tion be checked and treated, as it was in a serious condition. The 43rd Street
Station was all right except it is a poorly plamned station. The shower is in
the kitchen, back of the cook stove. The cuphoard in the kitchen ig right rext
to the tollet room. The sink needed repsiring., Councilman MacCorkle stated in
his inspections, he found the outside appearsnces wvery good and the firemen neede
to be complimented in keeping what they hawe so nicely. Counciiman Lag reported
at the UIrd Sireet Station there were only two men on duty whereas thers should
be five. One man had quit, and these two men had been on duty for two days; and

Hospital, that shortage of personnel should not exist. Counciimen White continue
his report, stating the Hancock Station was beautiful, but the men there, too,
were asking for fans. Most of the men at the stations were complaining sbout
mosquitoes, saying the mosquitoes came up undser the drains. The drains are sprayed
about once & month, but the firemen wash the statioms down every week, and Coun-
cilmen ¥hite sugeested having the drains treated more often, or give: the men some-
thinz to pour down the drains tokill the mosquitoes.
